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STAKES WINNERS OF 1930 


HE pedigrees of 231 stakes winners of 1930 
in North America follow, with the names of 
the stakes won during their entire racing ca- 
reers, to January 1, 1931, with the net value of 
each stake and the track at which it was won. 
One hundred and eighty-five are tail male de- 
scendants of Eclipse, 62 of which come through 
Touchstone as follows: Domino 38, one other 
through Himyar, Newminster 20 and Spearmint 
three. Through lines other than Touchstone to 
Whalebone come 78 as follows: 36 to Stockwell 
(Bend Or 25, *Rock Sand 10, Minting one), 33 to 
Ben Brush, 10 to Isonomy and one to Prestige. 
To Eclipse through the line of King Fergus there 
trace 42, of which 25 through Amphion (Sun- 
dridge 23 and *Isidor two) and 17 through St. 
Simon. 

To the house of Matchem trace 34, of which 
23 are in the line of *Australian—22 through 
Fair Play and one through Kingston; and 11 in 
the line of Solon, of which nine come through 
*Ogden and two through Barcaldine. 

Twelve belong to the house of Herod, eight 
through Roi Herode, two through *Epinard to 
Dollar, and two through Grey Leg. 

THE FEMALE SIDE 

In analyzing the maternal side of the pedigrees 
of the 231 stakes winners it was found that the 
dead sire, Fair Play, and Peter Pan shared equa! 
honors in having sired the dams of eight winners 
each. Broomstick, aged 30 as of January 1, is 
the sire of seven. Daughters of Ultimus pro-
